Pennsylvania Railroad in refusing to 
abide by oho of its orders. 
The difference grew out cf an elec­ 
tion held by the employes of the road 
to name representatives to act for 
them in a conference with rail offici­ 
als regarding 
company 
rules 
and 
working conditions. 
The road 
held 
that all representatives elected must 
be employes of the road while 
the 
workers claimed the right to have 
the names of their organization of­ 
ficers appear on the ballot. - Members 
of the six-shop craft unions affiliated 
with the American Federation of La­ 
bor refused to vote and the board or­ 
dered the road to call a new election 
on or before August 15. 
Hoard Has No Authority 
The road asked for more time and 
was given until August 25 to comply. 
Tho road then announced the board 
had exceeded its authority 
and re­ 
quested that it reverse its decision. 
This the board refused to do and in­ 
sisted that the order be complied 
with. 
I 
In a statement 
Elisha Lee, vice- 
| president of the Easter Division of 
the road accused the board of “gra­ 
tuitous and 
unwarranted 
interfer­ 
ence” and said the road was willing 
to leave it to public opinion as to 
whether the board was right. He in­ 
timated that the road would continue 
to refuse to abide by the hoard’s or­ 
der. 
Beyond censuring officials of 
the 
road, the board has no authority to 
take any direct action when its de­ 
cisions are violated, it was said.
